It was estimated by the committee 
that if the three recommendations are 
carried out the city will receive an in- 
creased revenue of between two and 
three million dollars, and have ample 
funds for all city business, and for the 
much-needed public improvements. 

: Tax Assessors Called For. 

When the committee had finished its 
routine business, it called for Tax As- 
sessors Harrison, Meador and Malone, 
and held a long conference with them 
behind closed doors. 

The first matter taken up was an 
ordinance regulating the sanitary tax 
so that apartment ami tenement 
houses shall pay a tax for each family. 
Chief Jentzen, of the sanitary depart- 
ment, was present, and asked that 
such a law be adopted.

The finding of the board was unan- 
imous, and was entirely favorable to 
Chief Rowan, except on two points. 

In order to emphasize the fact that 
the county commissioners iniend to 
}have an absolutely sober police force, 
the board suggested to Chief Rowan 
that neither he nor his men should 
take any drinks at any time, even 
when on their vacation or while in 
camp. 

Among the charges 
one to the effect that Chief Rowan 
was not a man of sobriety. The evi- 
dence brought out the fact that while 
on a camping trip during his vacation 
last year, the chief drank one glass 
of beer, and that there were two kegs 
of beer in camp for the men who were 
on the camping trip. 

No Drinking Cops Wanted.

Company Has $10,000,000 in 
Cash With Which to Develop 
Big Powers It Has Secured. 
First Development at Tallu- 
lah Falls Already Started, 
and This Plant Alone Will 
Develop 100,000-Horse Power 


Atlanta is soon to become the big- 
gest water power center, excepting 
Buffalo with its Niagara Falls, any- 
where east of the Rocky mountains. 

The Georgia Power Company, with 
unlimiteq capital back of it, has al- 
ready begun the development of water 
powers right around Atlanta which 
will ultimately supply something like 
200,000-horse power or more. 

With water power sites already ac- 
quired and with $10,000,000 in cash at 
hatd to’ push the work, the company 
we already started in to develop the! 
tremendous power in Tallutéh Falls 


and turn it to good account. 

At Tallulah Falls alone 100,000- 
horse power will be developed, and 
this tremendous force, capable of turn- 
ing thousands upon’ thousands of 
wheels, lighting millions of lamps and 
performing almost every conceivable 
form of work, will be pouring into At- 
lanta with a force of 110,000 volts by 
the summer of 1912—just eighteen 
months away.

Car of Explosive Lets Go at 
Terminal of the Jersey 
Central Railroad 


ALL, MANHATTAN ROCKED 
AS IF BY EARTHQUAKE 


Severe Damage Was Done to 
Property Miles Distant From 
the Scene of Explosion---Ter- 
ror in New York Intensified 
Because No One Knew What 
Had Happened. 


New York, February 1.—A cargo of 
dynamite In transit from a freight car 
to the hold of a Nghter moored at 
pier No. 7, Communipaw, N. J., let go 
at just one minute past noon today, 
150 yards south of the Jersey City 
terminal of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, and in the widespread 
ruin that followed, seven men are 
known to have been killed, seven more 
are missing, hundreds were wounded 
and varying reports leave from fifteen 
to twenty more unaccounted for. 

Thirty-two Persons Dead. 

Thirty-two seems to be a conserva- 
tive estimate of the dead, and property 
damage will hardly fall below $750,- 
000. It is known that nearly 400 per- 
sons were treated at various hospitals 
for injuries. 

The cause of the explosion is va- 
riously attributed to the dropping of 
a case of dynamite and to a boiler ex- 
plosion on a boat. Just what was the 
direct cause probably never will be 
known. . 

The Jersey City terminal was wreck- 
ed; three ferry boats in the slips were 
torn and splintered; lower Manhat- 
tan, across the river, was shaken from 
the street level to the top of the 
Singer tower; severe damage was done 
in Brooklyn and Staten island, and to 


lis island; the shock was felt at Amity- 
ville, L. E, 836 miles distant, and in 
New Jersey at Long Branch, 45 miles 
away. The damage is so widely scat- 
tered that {t Is impossible as yet to 
more than roughly estimate it, but in 
Manhattan alone it is placed at $100,- 
000, on Ellis island at from $10,000 to 
$25,000 and in all, $750,000 appears to 
be a fair estimate. 

Lighter and Crew Vanished. 

The lighter receiving the dynamite— 
the Katharine W. vanished utterly 
with her crew of seven men, including 
the master, Edward Traver. Along- 
side was the lighter Whistler, which 
was so badly shattered that she sank 
with her crew of two, while the Swe- 
dish stee) barkentine Ingrid was 
stripped of her rigging, and the lives 
of two deck hands aboard snuffed out. 
Fragments of one man’s head was 
found swinging high on a tangled 
piece of rope. 

The Katharine W. was tied to the 
outer end of th¢@ piler,-and a crew of 
deck hands was unloading a consign- 
ment of 650-pound boxes of dynamite’ 
from two freight cars to the Highter 
when the crash came. 

With the explosion 
W. simply disappeared; not a splinter 
of her has been found. Only the Whis- 
tler’s flagpole has been found. 

In a Poff of Dust. 

The freight car went up in a puff 
of dust. On the rear deck of the 
barkentine Ingrid were found a pair 
of iron trucks that were also torn to 
bits. 

Fifty yards back stood another car 
of dynamite. The explosion ripped 
the roof off it and broke in the doors, 
but the dynamite itself did not ex- 
plode. 

On board the Ingrid the steel miz- 
zenmast snapped off above the lower 
yard, and the tangled wreckage came 
tumbling about the decks. Every--4 
thing abaft the mizzenmast was leve!l- 
ed flat, but the steel plates of the 
hull held stoutly and showed not even 
a mark. 

For 100 feet the pler itself was ut- 
terly demolished. The planking seemed 
to have been ground to powder. A steel 
gondola car on the southernmost track 
looked like an old hat that had been 
used by boys for football. 

Ireaks of the Explosion. 

All about were freaks of the ex- 
plosion., 

In the train shed of the terminal, 
nearly the whole southern exposure 
of the glass roof collapsed, showering 
the passengers with broken glass. One 
man Was struck by a twenty-pound 
fragment, and so severely cut that he 
died. An engineer in a shunting loco:

motive was blown from his cab, and 
died of a fractured skull. A tugboat 
captain was hurled from his wheel- 
house and fished out of the water fif- 
teen minutes later, swimming about the 
southern site of the demolished pier. 
Inside the passenger station there 
was damage visible everywhere. The 
floors were littered with broken glass. 
Windows fronting on the inner court 
had been sucked from the frames, 
sashes and all. Slates were torn from 
the roof. The thhands of the ferryhouse 
clock were torn off. There were. no 
sashes in most of the windows, and no 
elass-in these that had sashes. 
Children Cried; Women Shrieked., 
James Mayhew, the cashier in the 
station restaurant, was eating lunchcon 


W hen the explosion came. 

“There Was everywhere the crash of 
falling glass,” he said, “and the rush 
of frightened feet. Children whimpered 
and women shrieked. ‘The sensation of 
terror was acute. It seemed as if the 
earth was being torn to bits.’

Washington, February l1l—"In a 
month’s time we will be called upon 
to enact the reciprocity agreement with 
Canada into a law; but I don’t know 
what we are going to do with it—we 
will only have to come to a compro- 
mise that cares for the industries of 
all our people.”’ 

This was Speaker Cannon's declara- 
tion at the banquet of the National As- 
sociation of Wool Manufacturers to- 
night in a dramatic speech in which he 
defended the Payne-Aldrich tariff act 
as the best revenue measure ever enact- 
ed, adding that he had no apology to 
make for it in any respect. 

“If there is a weakness amongst the 
friends of the republican party and 
in the protective policy,” said the 
speaker, “it is that we are trimming 
our sails to satisfy the d®satisfied. 

“The constitution of the United 
States says revenue bills shall origi- 
nate in the house, and that the presi- 
dent shall make treaties with the con- 
sent of the senate. We've lately had 
sent to congress a commercial agree- 
ment in name, but a treaty in reality, 
vet one that goes primarily to the 
house. It may be wise and it may not 
be. In a month’s time we will be called 
upon to enact it into law. I don't 
knew what we are going to do with it. 

“Ask the fruit growers of California 
what they are going to do when Cana- 
dian fruits are free. What can they 
do under the favored national clause? 
Where's your protection if the hogs 
and cattle come in free? And what 
answer are you to give to one-third of 
the population of the country—the 
farmers? 

“They'll only come to a compromise 
after all.”

Pursuit of Atlantan Comes to 
tnd After Spectacular 
Hight 


AFTER ELUDING SHERIFF, 
JUDGE KONTZ GOT A CLUE 


The Hunt for Telamon Cuyler 
Lasted Two Days and Ex- 
tended Over Large Section 
of North Carolina--He Is 


Being Brought Back to At- 
lanta. 


Telamon Cruger Smith Cuyler, who 
disappeared from a Southern passen- 
ger train at Kings Mountain, N. C., 
Sunday morning, and who mysterious- 
ly disappeared a second time Tues- 
day after he had been captured by # 
Sheriff Wilkins, of Shelby, N. C., wags 
taken in custody at Toecane, N. C., late 
yesterday afternoon, and will return 
to Atlanta today in company with 
Judge E. C. Kontz, of this city. 

The information that Mr. Cuyler had 
been taken into custody a second time, 
and that he would be brought to At- 
lanta some time Thursday was con- 
tained in a telegram which Judge 
Kontz sent to his law partner, At- 
torney James W. Austin, late Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

The message from Judge Kontz was 
the first that had been received from 
him since late Tuesday night when he 
was tracing Mr. Cuyler in the direc- 
tion of Johnson City, the latter having 
been reported as going in that direc- 
tion after he eluded Sheriff Wilkins at 
Bostic, a small station in North Caro- 
lina near the junction of the Seaboard 
and the Carolina, Clinchfileld and Ohio 
railroads. 

Overtaken at Toecane. 

Judge Kontz did not give any de- 
tails in his message as to the capture 
of Mr. Cuyler. It was sent from 
Johnson City, Tenn., and stated the 
fact that he had been overtaken at 
Toecane, N. C., and would be brought 
to Atlanta Thursday. 

His pursuit of Mr. Cuyler covered 
a period of two days and a night, and 
extended over a large section of North 
Carolina and a portion of Tennessee. 

Mr. Cuyler’s disappearance and his 
determined efforts to elude all pur- 
suit even by his friends was one of the 
most startling and mystifying cases 
on record. 

Last Sunday morning he was a pas- 
senger on the Southern train bound 
for Atlanta from New York. Without 
warning further than to appear some- 
what nervous and ill at ease, he either 
fell or leaped from the train near the 
little town of Kings Mountain. and re- 
ceived injuries which it is stated ren- 
dered him unconscious for some time. 

“Authorities at Kings Mountain took 
him in custody, and Mr. Cuyler is said 
to have stated that he was being pur- 
sued by detectives, and that he wished 
to find some means of escape. 

Took Bonds With Him. 

An attorney at Kings Mountain se- 
cured his release from the officers, 
and later, Mr. Cuyler, taking $22,900 
in Rock-Island railroad bonds which 
he had with him when he disappeared 
from the train, secured a horse and, 
buggy and drove through the country 
to Shelby, N. C., where he took a train 
for Rutherfordton, and there entered 
a hospital for treatment. 

In the meantime he had telegraphed 
Attorney James W. Austin, of this 
city, that he was in serious trouble, 
and desired him to come to his as- 
sistance at once. 

Attorney Austin could 
trip to aid Mr. Curyler, 
Kontz went in his stead. 
arrival of Judge Kontz, 
kins, of Shelby, had been instructed 
to take Mr. Cuyler in custody, and to 
hold him until his friends arrived. 

The sheriff located Mr. Cuvler at 
the Rutherfordton hospital and was 
returning with him to Shelby. When 
the train reached the station of Bostic, 
near the junction of the Seaboard and 
the Carolina, Clinchfiel@g and Ohio rafl- 
roads, Mr. Cuyler effected his second 
disappearance. > 

When Judge Kontz arrived upon the 
scene he started in search of Mr. Cuy- 
ler, going in the directton of Johngon 
City, Tenn., where it was believed Mr. 
Cuyler had gone. 

That he was correct {nn his caleula- 
tions is indicated by the fact that 
Judge Kontz located the missing man 
at Toecane, N. C., a short distance 
from Johnson City. 

Ldases Prevyed on Mind. 

From the reports which have been 
receiveq of Mr. Cuyler’s§ disappear- 
ance and the reasons he is said te 
have advanced for attempting to elude 
pursuit, it is believed that recent 
financial losses, which he had hinted 
of at various times, had preyed on his 
mind, and his troubles, real or fancied. 
had been magnified to the belief that 
he wns in immediate ganger of violence 
from imaginary detectives whom he 
said were on his’trait. :

Move to Carry Out Will 
of Mother Eddy. 


Christian Science Leaders File 
Bill in Equity Against Them- 
selves---Ex-Senator Chandler 
Says the Move Is Only a 
Trick. 


Boston, February 1-—A move to car- 
ry out the terms of the will of Mrs. 
Mary Baker Glover Eddy, founder of 
Christian Science, was made today. A 
bill in equity was file@ in the supreme 
judicial court asking that the execu- 
tor of the will and the trustees of cer- 
tain trust indentures executed by Mrs. 
Eddy in 1907 and 1908 be instructed to 
turn over her real estate in Massachu- 
setts to the directors of the _ First 
Church of Christ in Boston, the resid- 
uary legatee under the will. The 
amount of the residuary legacy -is es- 
timated at $1,500,000. . 

The bill in equity refers to the state 
law which provides that “the income of 
the gifts, grants, bequests and devises 
made to or for the-use of any one 
church shall not exceed $2,000 a year 
exclusive of the income,of an ypar- 


sonage land granted to or for the a 


of the ministry.” 
Real Estate of Larger Value. 

It is stated in the bill also that the 

estate referred to is of large 
value, and the income will exceed the 
sum of $2,000 a year. 

Continuing, the bill of complaint de- 
clares that the state law in question 
“has no application 40 the gift made 
by the will in that the residuary clause 
in said will leaves the property re- 
ferred to to be left to the petitioners 
in trust for charitable purposes, the 
income from which ts to be used prac- 
tically exclusively, for more effectually 
promoting and extending the religion 
of Christian Science as taught by me 
(said Mary G. Eddy.)” 

An answer to the bill in equfty was 
filed later by the attorneys for the 
trustees, in which the defendants ad- 
mit the allegations of the bill, includ- 
ing the one in which it is stated they 
profess themselves ready and willing 
to make such conveyance if it can be 
legally made, but add that they are 
advised by counsel that as trustees no 
conveyance should be made by them 
without an order of court.

The bill ts brought by Stephen A. 
Chase, of Fall River; Archibald McLel- 
lan, Allison V. Stewart, John VY. Ditte- 
more, and Adam H. Dickey, all of 
Brookline, the Christian Science board.

In the bill of equity filed at Concord, 
N. H., some weeks ago, b¥ counsel for 
the son of Mrs. Eddy, George Washing- 
ton Glover, of Lead, S. D., and Dr. E. J. 
Fester Eddy, of Waterbury, Vt. the 
laws of that state, and a similar one 
in Massachusetts limiting the income 
from a church gift to $2,000 were cited 
as rendering invalid the  residuary 
clause ofthe will.

Admiral ang Daughter on Stand. 

Admiral Culme-Seymour swore that 
his two daughters,. one of whom had 
stnce died, never had had an oppor- 
tunity to meet his majesty. The ad- 
miral’'s three sons gave similar tes- 
timony, and finally the daughter in 
question, who is now the wife of Cap- 
tain N. Napier, entered the witness 
box and declared that she had: seen 
the king but three times in her life.

SCHOOL TAX 


WORKS WONDERS 
IN EMANUEL AND BURKE 


Athens, Ga., February 1.—(Special.) 
Professor J. S. Stewart, professor of 
Secondary education at the Universily 
of Georgia, has jifst returned from an 
inspection tour of the higth schools ac- 
credited in the list in Emanuel and 
Burke counties. 

H has some interesting news from 
the school systems of those counties. 
He eays: 

“Commissioner Warren, in Emanuel, 
has won his fight through all the 
courts for the local tax system in 
county. In October he opened al! 
; schools of his county fora seven- 

months’ term. High school repart- 
ments are supported at Swainsboro, 
Stillmore, Graymont and Garfield. All 
the children of all the grades go free. 
The school tax is 21 cents on the hun- 
dred dollars. Next year he proposes 
to operate nine-months’ schools on a 
tax of 25 cents. Under thé county sys- 
tem in vogue in his county the common 
schools are improved in every section 
of the county, and graded schools are 
maintained in different sections of the 
county with a uniform course of study. 
Emanuel does not contemplate mor 
than four or five high. schools.

‘New York Judge Rules 
on Knight-Yancey Case. 


Judge Newburger Holds Money 
Paid on Drafts to Which Bo- 
gus Cotton Bills Were At- 
tached Cannot Be Recovered. 
Hanover National Wins Case. 


New York, February 1-—A _ recent 
verdict for $39,910 in favor of Springs 
@& Co.. New York cotton brokers, 
against the Hanover National bank, 
‘of New York, is set aside and a new 
trial ordered in an opinion handed 
down today by Justice Newburger, of 
the state supreme court, in IHtigation 
growing out of the presentation of 
drafts to which were attached bills of 
lading for cotton supposed to have 
been shipped from Alabama to New 
York. 

* The Facts im the Case. 

The statement of the facts in the 
case as given in the opinion recites 
that Knight, Yancey & Co., of Deca- 
‘tur, Ala., in the spring of 1910 placed 
for collection with the First National 
bank, of Decatur, a @raft for $39,000 
on Springs & Co. Attached to this 
draft were bills of lading and certifi- 
cates of insurance, but subsequently 
found to be fraudulent, covering a 
supposed consignment of cotton bv 
Knight, Yancey & Co. to Springs & 
Co. 

The Hanover National bank present- 
ed the draft to Springs & Co., who paid 
it, but later demanded their money be 
refunded, claiming the.cotton had not 
arrived. and stating their belief that 
the bills of ladings and certificates 
were fraudulent. In the meantime the 
affairs of Knight, Yancey & Co. were 
taken into a bankruptcy court. The 
Hanover National bank refused to re 
fund thé $39,000 which hag been placed 
to the credit of the Decatur bank and 
withdrawn and suit was started by 
Springs & Co. 
| View of the: Court. 

In ordering a new trial, Justice New- 
burger says: 

"It would appear that the decisions 
of the English courts and the supreme 
court of the United States have uni- 
formly helq that money paid upon a 
draft, properly drawn. but accom- 
panied by forgegq bills of lading, when 
paid by the drawee, cannot be re- 
covered. 

“It is conceded that the defendants 
(the Hanover National bank) reeeived 
the draft with the bills of lading and 
certificates of insurance from the 
First National bank of Decatur, who 
by direction of having discounted the 
draft, was a bona fide holder for 
value and in presenting to the plain- 
tiffs and receiving ‘payment ‘therefor. 


the defendant acted as the agent of 


the Decatur bank. 


“It furthermore appears that neither. 


the defendant nor !ts principal had 
knowledge that the bills of lading or 


certificates of insurance were forged. | 


The defendant's authority was simply 
toa collect the amount of the draft. It 
diq not guarantee the vhlidity of the 
collateral or that the eotton would be 
delivered. 

“It also appears that Knight, Yancev 
& Co. became bankrupt three weeka 
after the payment by the plaintiffs of 
the draft and fifteen @ays after the 
Decatur bank had drawn the balance 
In the hands of the defendant and al- 
most one month before the plaintiffs 
notified the defendants of the non-ar- 
rival of the cotton. 

“For these reasons here stated, the 
motion to set aside the verdict must 
be granted and new trial ordered.”

Judge George L. Bell, of At- 
lanta, Renders the Opinion.

Rome, Ga., February 1.—(Special.)— 
The cases of Lamham & Sons and E. L. 
Bosworth v. the City of Rome, better 
known as the Street-paving cases, were 
decided in favor of the city by Judge 
George L. Bell. of Atlanta. - 

This closes, for the present, the mest 
interesting and stubborn litigation 
against the city that has occurred in 
recent years. If was an attempt to 
prevent the payment of the one-third 
of cost of street paving by adjacent 
property owners.

There seems to be a @ifference of 
opinion about what council will do. 
The object of the resolution is to re- 
duce the board membership from 
twelve to seven by electing five mem- 
bers to each board from five board 
districts, the mayor and a council 
chairman to be ex-officio members. 

Some local politicians declare that 
council will adopt the resolution, while 
others are very certain that it will 
be defeated. The vote in council will 
probably be close, and before the 
question is settled it Is expected there 
will be one of those old-time wrangles: 
that has made councih famous for po- 
litical scraps. : 

The question is being, asked: What 
are the board members saying about 
it? Are they willing to see their 
eighty-seven political heads- cut off, 
and forty-nine new ones substituted? 

Saying Very Little. 

The truth is, the board members are 
saying very little about it. Some of 
them have> been quoted as declaring 
that they do not care a snap of their 
finger what council does as they have 
been serving the city loyally @nd pa- 
triotically without pay, and do not 
care when they retjre from office. 
Other board members, it is said, be- 
lieve when the board members are re- 
duced they will be among the lucky 
new ones elected. wne board mem- 
ber, who is said to be raising a little 
Cain about the proposed action of 
council, said Wednesday morning: 

“The members of city bo«rds are, 
as a general thing, much better tim- 
ber for officials than members of 
council. The city boards have been 
the very salvation of Atlanta. Some 
of them may be a little too large, but 
we had better let well enough alone, 
and not try any experiments. If coun- 
cilmen are in earnest about reducing 
the board membership why don’t they 
come out like men and kick themselves 
as well as the board members out of 
office, and give Atlanta a good, clean, 
honest commission government? Oh, 
no, these patriotic councilmen will not 
do that, they will hold on to their own 
jobs and kick about the boards in or- 
der to throw sand in somebody’s eyes, 
but most of the people are too wise to 
be so easily fooled.”’ 

Will Satisfy Clamor. 

Following the above remarks of a 
board member it may be interesting 
to state that Councilman Evins, chair- 
man of the ordinance committee, said: 

“It is this large board membership 
that is giving ground for much of the 
argument in favor of a commission 
government. I believe if council will 
reduce the membership of the boards 
it will go a long way toward satis- 
fying the people who are clamoring 
for a change in Atlanta’s municipal 
government.” 

The outcome of the fight in council 
next Monday will be watched with ab- 
sorbing interest by a great many of 
Atlanta’s tax payers and citizens.

The 
mean temperature for January, 1910, 
was 42 degrees, so that January of 
this year was six degrees warmer On 
the average than was January of 1910. 

The lowest temperature in January 
of 1909 was 8 degrees on the 81st, and 
the highest was 72 degrees on the 26th. 
The mean temperature for that month 
was 46, or two degrees cooler than} 
January of this year. 

The mean temperature for January, 
1908, was 41 degrees, and that month 
was, therefore, 7 degrees sooler on the 
average than was January, 1911. 

In January, 1907, the mean temper- 
ature for the month was degrees, 
which was 4 degrees warmer on the 
average than January of the present 
year. In that month the lowest tem- 
perature was 24 degrees on the 28th 
and the highest was 73 on the 14th. 
The temperature during that month 
did not go to the freezing point until 
the 2ist, and it continued below freez- 
ing from that date until the end of 
the month. 

Crops Not Yet in Danger. 

Although the month of January, 
1911, was 5 degrees warmer than the 
normal, it was stated at the local 
weather office, and the figures warrant 
the statement, that it has not. been 
unusually warm as compared with 
previous Januaries, and there should 
be no occasion for serious alarm Tre- 
garding the condition of fruit and 
other crops. 

While the normal temperature for 
January is 43 degrees, the figures show 
that the temperature for the month 
during recent years has ranged any- 
where from 62 degrees to 41, so that 
there is nothing unusual in the fact 
that January of this year should have 
recorded a mean temperature of 48 
degrees.

was in 1905, when there was extreme- 
ly cold weather from the 13th to the 
20th, the mercury descending as low 
as 2 degrees above zero on the 14th 
of the month.

BUSINESS VERY QUIET 
IN THE COTTON MARKET 


New Cr Relatively Firm. 
Close Was Barely Steady. 
Spot Cotton Quiet. 


New York, February 1.—New crop 
positions continued to show relative 
firmness in the cotton market today. 
but general business was very quiet 
and the close was barely steady at a 
decline of 5@7 points on old months, 
although later deliveries showed a net 
gain of 4 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 3@5 points on the old crop 
positions, in response to disappointing 
cables, while October was 3 points 
higher on continued drought reports 
from the southwest. Business was 
even less active than recently, but 
there was sOme Wall street buying of 
October, on unfavorable reports con- 
cerning the new crop outlook, and 
while there were slight recessions, 
that delivery gradually worked up to 
a net advance of about 8 points in the 
absence of important offerings. Near 
positions showed an inclination to 
drag, however, owing to,the continued 
large movement and the failure of dry 
goods reviews to indicate any im- 
mediate improvement, and held with- 
in a point or two of the initial fig- 
ures, notwithstanding the apparent 
strength of the late months. 

Toward the close offerings became a 
little heavier all along the line and 
last prices were within a point or two 
of the lowest on the old ang 3 or 4 
points off from the best on new crop 
months.

‘COLD WAVE FORECAST 
SENT WHEAT PRICES UP 


Fear of Damage in Southwest 
Made Wheat. Advance 
Half Cent.

Chicago, February 1.—Predictions of 
a cold wave southwest put up the price 
of wheat today. There is a total lack 
of snow covering in that section. Ac- 
cordingly, fear was aroused for the 
winter crop. Latest figures left the 
market 1% to ® higher than twenty- 
four hours previous, with corn dearer 
by % to %. Oats, however, lost 4 to 
%, and provisions finished at 7% to 
17% decline. 

Notwithstanding qa widespread im- 
oh oe that the big longs were mar- 

eting their wheat on the swells, pop- 
ular sentiment was more friendly to 
the cereal from the start. Lighter pri- 
mary receipts had a good deal to do 
with bringing about this state of af- 
fairs. Arrivals of cars onrthwwest, for 
example, were only 265 today, as 

ainst 45l1a year-ago. Then, too, 
shipments from Russia and Roumania 
were Treported as being stopped by 
heavy ice, the result of much colder 
weather. A big decrease was also 
shown in the stock on hand at Liver- 
pool, and there were dispatches telling 
of Hessian fly in sowthern Illinois. 
Just before midday, open selling by 
longs caused quite a decided setback 
but commission house buying, based 
on the seriousness with which the cold 
wave forecast was received in the win- 
ter wheat belt, led to a rather surpris- 
ing recovery in the end. Dering the 
session, May ranged from 96% to 96%, 
and closed firm, % net higher to 96%. 

In corn, light sales by the country 
made speculative buying of futures 
good. Shortage of storage facilities 
at Omaha acted somewhat as an offset. 
Fluctuations for the May option ran 
from 49% to 50%, with the close firm 
at 60, net gain of \%. Cash corn was 
in fair demand. No. 2 yellow finished 
at 47@47%. 

Oats were extremely weak, suffer- 
ing from much liquidation and short 
selling. Corn traders took a particu-, 
laMly active hand in the latter process. 
There was said to be an immense open

Provisions sagged because of selling 
due to the fact that January receipts 
of hogs here were 60,000 more than @ 
year ago the average weights 16 
poundg heavier.

3,000, houses served by the sanitary 
department which paid no tax accord- 
ing to the tax books.

Then came the discussion of the 
great question of an equalization of 
taxation on real estate. 

Alderman Candler, chairman of the 
committee, stated that he felt confi- 
dent the total taxable values on real 
estate and personal property could be 
increased between fifteen and twenty 
millions of dollars for next year, and 
that this could be done by doing noth- 
ing that was unjust or unfair to a sin- 
gle taxpayer, but my simply making 
subeltadata on an equitable basis, 
and causing all citizens to pay what 
was justly due for personal taxes. 

‘Tl am convinced,’ said Alderman Can- 
dier, “that real estate, on an average
